DR. WILLIAM C. ROLLER 


(Editor’s Note: This is another of 
a series on interesting persons connect- 
ed with this school and its long event- 
ful history) 


“Doc”, as we affectionately call him, 
is the eldest of the children of Prof. 
and Mrs. Charles S. Roller. Like ali 
the members of this family he was 
born in the old family homestead (the 
building now occupied by Col. and 
Mrs. Robinson). “Doc” was educated 
here at Augusta and later matriculated 
at the University of Virginia where he 
studied medicine. 

While at AMA he made quite a 
name for himself as an athlete. In 
fact “athletics’ and “Doc” were just 
made for one another. Football was 
his hobby and a better player was hard 
to find anywhere. During his youth- 
ful days in the latter years of the nine- 
teenth century and the early part of 
the twentieth “football” was truly a 
fight to the finish. They really played 
football in those days. Common was 
the sight to see a college team playing 
at our school. Perhaps you do not 
realize it but Augusta was one of the 
first schools to introduce this game in 
its sports curriculum. 

Imagine yourself watching one of 
these games on a Saturday afternoon 
in late October. You gaze out and 
notice three athletic young men bear- 
ing a strong resemblance to one anoth- 
er, garbed in the latest equipment car- 
rying the ball for dear old Augusta. 
The whistle blows. The game is on. 
AMA receives the ball and a slender 
man picks it up and starts running 
down the field behind splendid inter- 
ference. He is finally nailed after a 
spectacular run. Just at this moment 
we notice a lady on the sidelines 
grasping a tall stately gentleman by 
the arm and exclaiming: “It was Wil- 
liam who made that run.’ Then she 
adds, “No, it was Charles.” Then she 
remarks again, “No it must have been 
Thomas.” As the pile unscrambles she 
discovers, as she always did, that one 
of her boys was still alive. Believe it 
or not, man after man was carried off 
the field in those days. The kind of 
football as we now know it is tame 
to the early variety of this sport. 

“Doc”, after graduating, went to 
Wheeling, West Virginia for several 
years internship. He heard of quite a 
promising opening near Mint Springs, 
just outside of Staunton. He purchas- 
ed a home and thus began the healing 
of mankind that has grown to one of 
the widest and most extensive in all 
of the nearby counties. He has quite 
a reputation as one of the best diag- 
nosticians in these parts. Incidentally, 


he is an excellent heart specialist. His 
manner in the sick room at once in- 
stills confidence and soon the patient 
starts on the road to recovery. He is 
generous, of an affectionate nature, 
posessing a keen sense of humor as 
well as a deep insight into character. 
In short he is the walking enigma of 
AMA. 


For the past twenty-five years he 
and Mother Mac have administered to 
the spiritual and bodily ills of Au- 
gusta. Always on his toes with the 
newest advances in the medical world. 
Always ready to receive with caution 
the latest reports of the discoveries. 

He married Miss Mary La Rue, of 
Mint Springs, in 1915, and she has 
been his inspiration and helpmate ever 
since. Her charm has been a great 
factor in “Doc’s” success. They are 
both leaders in the Bethel Presbyterian 
Church as well as in civic organiza- 
tions. To quote the opinions of many: 
“Tt is a well known fact that no ‘faker’ 
has even escaped his eagle eye when he 
came to the Infirmary to get attention.” 

We all hold him in great esteem, and 
wish him a speedy recovery in his re- 
cent illness.
